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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Claim. 1-17, 36-45 withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b), 
as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking 
claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the reply filed 
on 10/27/06 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

Claim18, 24, 25, 31-35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated MOORE et al 6322822 

See Table 3, Example 6. 

Equal weight of DBDMH diluted by 2.5 times of BrCIDMH, is shown to 
provide greater oxidant levels and over 3 times the total CI levels in water, 
than does BrCIDMH. Thus, the molar quantity of DBDMM and amounts of 
free chlorine released were greater than would have been predictable, and 
greater than equimolar or equiweight BrCIDMH would provide. 

Claimsl 9-23,26-31 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

It is not obvious, although obvious to try , to test these analogs of DBDMH to determine 
if they also are more effective in the manners instantly claimed, than BrCIDMH. 

Applicant's arguments filed 4/18/07 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. There are many examples of advantages of DBDMH over BrCIDMH , see 
MOORE; although we agree the art of record previously submitted fails ,as attorney 
argues.
